Apples in Cold Storage. 


THE QUESTIONS. 


1. When apples are stored in barrels in al 


good, cool cellar or storage room, should the 
barrels be headed, or will they keep equally 
well if the barrels are not headed?’ 2. Does it 
make any difference ahout the keeping of 
fruit, whether the barrels are laid down or 
stand on end? 


THE ANSWERS. 


1. If the barrels be headed, the apples 
will keep better, because this prevents 
evaporation, and makes them less subject 
to changes of temperature. 2. 
tion of the barrels will make no difference; 
I heve tried both ways.

1. I think that apples, stored in a cel- 
lar, should be headed to keep them away 
from the light as much as possible; but I 
have my barrels made a little open be- 
tween the staves around the head, so that 
air can circulate freely. 
setting barrels on end, I cannot see any 
difference, if the bottom course of barrels 
be set on strips of boards so that the air 
can circulate uuder the barrels. We 
usually lay them down and put boards un- 
der the barrels near the ends of the bar- 
rels.

1. My experience is entirely in favor of 
heading up barrels of applies, as stored 
away in the cellar, and thus, as far as pos- 
sible, excluding the air from them. Some 
varieties are inclined to shrivel more or 
less, and will be found to retain their 
crisp fresh condition far better when thus 
handled, while all varieties, in my expe- 
rience, will suffer less shrinkage and be 
found in better condition if thus cared 
for up to the time of their maturity. 2. 
Barrels should in all cases, where circum- 
stances will permit, be stored upon the 
Side, rather than to stand on end.

1. My practice in keeping apples in a 
cellar is to leave the barrels without head- 
ing, for the pressure necessary to fit them 
to send to market will bruise some of the 
apples. The fruit will also shrink so that 
they will need filling up a little, even 
though they do not require resorting. So 
I set the lower tier without. heading, and 
the second tier on top in place of a head, 
with loose heads laid on the upper tier. 
2. It makes no difference, when headed, 
whether the barrels are laid down or 
stand on end, in regard to keeping. The 
apples should be covered in some way to 
secure an even temperature and to pre- 
vent shriveling, T. 8. Goup. 


1. My experience in keeping apples is 
that*they will keep quite as well in a cool 
cellar or storage room if the barrels are 
not headed, provided they are not dis- 
turbed. If, however, the doors or win- 
dows are left open at times, causing sud- 
den changes in the atmosphere, then the 
barrels should be headed up tight, so that 
the apples will not feel the change. The 
evener and lower the temperature can be 
kept, the better it is for the apples, 
always keeping it above freezing point, 
however. If apples are to be kept in a 
warm atmosphere, or shipped during 
warm weather, I should prefer to slit the 
barrels to prevent heating, in the same 
way that peaches, pears and vegetables 
are shipped. 2. I can see no advantage 
in laying the barrels down, unless it be 
for convenience. My opinion is that more 
is to be gained by careful picking and 
handling than by the shape of the pack- 
age in waoich they are kept. One rotten 
apple in a barrel will give all the others 
the influenza, if it has half a chance.

DisTRIBUTING Points.—We are making St. Louis, Mo., Cincinnati, Ohio, Rochester 
N. Y., and Philadelphia, Pa., distributing points; and will deliver free of freight 
charges to transfer companies, at either of these places, all orders in car lots, or 
in less than car lots, to be shipped from Huntsville on the dates named below: 

For St. Louis—Early shipments from September 20th to October 10th; late 
shipments from October 25th to December 10th. 

For Cincinnati, Rochester and Philadelphia—November Ist. 

The orders will be packed in Huntsville, and those for less than car lots will be 
combined to make up car lots and shipped to these points and distributed promptly 
to the various railroads centering there. This plan insures quick time and low 
freight rates. Orders for less than car lots must be boxed at Huntsville. The 
price of boxes will be additional. 

This offer to deliver to distributing points free of freight charges will not 
apply to less than ecar-lot orders, if shipment is required at other than the above 
named dates; but we will ship car-lot orders at any time after September 20th 
- anywhere desired within the territory tributary to the cities designated, and will 
deduct from the bill the cost of freight to the nearest distributing point. 


Our reasons for charging more for peach trees north of the Ohio River are that 
we must pay freight to distributing points, whilst our Southern customers pay 
freight from Huntsville, and that for shipments to Northern points we are usually 
required to dig early or place in cold storage in Spring, all of which is expensive, 
and the low prices we quote on peach trees to Southern points cannot bear it. 
We make no additional charge for other trees for Northern points.

Orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filled at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


SEASON.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. : 

We have great advantages to offer here_in 
early shipments for the North in Spring.

ACCEPTANCE.— Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause,will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days.
